Troop Movement

A government official has r* 
leased the information that the 
railroads moved (00,000 troops 
within the boundaries of the 
United States in Uie 16 days 
More ChrtrtmM, according to 
David Lawrence, editor, United 
States News. To accomplish that 
movement, says Lawrence, "a 
feat unparalleled in the nation's 
history must be credited to th,e 
railroads, their executives and 
their workers.

"Nearly all the railroads, IB 
volvtng more than 200,000 miles 
of track, were used. The troop 
movement was the biggest thing 
ever attempted on American 
soil.
